“ Talk of Broadening Pres- 
ident’s Powers Brings on 


Lively Debate i in Cham- 
ber of Deputies.

Paris, September 22.—With the 
election of Premier Alexandre Mi}- 
lerand as president of the French 
republic made certain by a joint 
caucus of the chamber and senate, 
discussion as to the powers that 
Deschanel’s successor shall exercise 
his increasing intensity. 

From Millerand’s friends come 
statements insisting’ that the au- 
thority heretofore exercised by 
French presidents shall be greatly 
broadened during the Millérand ad- 
ministration. This has ruffled those 
i who oppose tampering with French 
_ tradition, as a result, the discussion 
is taking the form of debate as to 
the efficiency of the French type 
of democracy, as against that repre- 
sented b¥Y the American system. 

The radicals, of the Clemenceau 
school, sought to have Leon Bour- 
geois, or President Peret, of the 
senate, make an active fight against 
Millerand. Both refused, and the 
joint caucus Wednesday gave Mille- 
rand 528 votes against 157 for Pe- 
ret, and 113 for Bourgeois. 

The vast difference between the 
American and French systems of 
election will be appreciated if an 
American can imagine the senate 
and house sitting in special session 
and deciding by caucus on a presi- 
dential candidate. And then having 


the same bodies, sitting as a na- 
tional assembly, meet a few days 
later and elect their candidate. That, 
in a word, is what happened in the 
senate and chamber caucus Wednes- 
day, and the election of Millerand 


will be confirmed in the ceremonious.

Inquiry Into Mysterious! 


Explosion Has Reached 
the Stage of Speculation 
and Conjecture. 


New York, September 22.—While

Although au- 
thorities professed to regard these 
messages as the work of some prac- 
tical joker or crank, nevertheless 
in every instance extra precautioin 
to prevent outrages were taken. The 
fact that New York’s custom hous+ 
still stands unshaken after the fake 
warning of an explosion to have 
occurred yesterday did not cause 
éither federal or local officials to 
relax their vigilance. 

Virtually the only progress made 
in the investigation of the disaster 
here last Thursday came unsought.

FEDERAL TAX REVISION. 

The sixty-seventh congress will 
be confronted with no more serious 
and far-reaching domestic problem 


than that of readjusting the taxa- 


tion system to meet the demands 
of existing war obligations. 

That the excess profit tax is 
automatically becoming a dead 
letter there is no question. During 
war times, when great government 
contracts were necessarily piling 
up immense profits, not alone to 
the contracting parties or corpora- 
tions, but to thousands of subsidi- 
ary, or interlocked businesses, the 
excess profit tax was a potent fac- 
tor, and just and equitable, in the 
production of revenue. 

But those conditions have passed. 
And in the passing a reaction has 
begun, which is as natural, in the 
course of affairs, as it is for a pen- 
dulum to swing from one side to 
another. 

Abnormal taxation must con- 
tinue for ah indefinite period; cer- 
tainly it must continue until this 
country has readjusted itself to a 
peace basis, and the unrest in 
Europe has been dissipated by the 
restoration of normal conditions. 

The restoration of Europe and a 


‘period of reasonable disarmament 


can be reached only by the co- 
operation of all the nations of the 
world, including the United States, 
for peace. 

Without the’ United States these 
enterprises will be delayed; hence 
from the standpoint of dollars and 
cents it is important that this na- 
tion should enter the league of 
nations without delay. 

But that is impossible by reason 
of the fight in the last congress, 
and the uncertainty that looms up 
as to the next congress. 

Therefore, viewed from any 
standpoint, there is no prospect of 
a material reduction in war taxa- 
tion any time soon; and in recog- 
nition of that fact, coupled with 
the further fact that 94 per cent 
of this country’s budget goes to pay 
the cost of past wars and to keep 
the country in readiness for future 
ones, it is a problem as to what 
will take the place of the excess 
profits tax, which has, undeniably, 
served its day of usefulness. 

The individual income surtaxes, 
as levied against earned incomes, 
occupy, of course, a different posi- 
tion from that of the excess profit 
tax, in that it is tangible, while the 


other is evanescent. And yet, in 


the matter of reducing living 
costs—which must be done by 
some method to meet approaching 
industrial and financial conditions 
~this system will come under the 
nammer of criticism to the extent 
that it bears on earned incomes of 
individuals or partnerships, and is 
in reality a consumption tax and 
thereby a contributing cause of 
existing high prices. 

It. is not improbable that this 
feature of our ‘taxation system 
may be revised, particularly in the 
elimination of some of the com- 
plications, and in reducing the 
eost of collection, which is really 
appalling. 

The chief problem, however, will 
be to find a substitute for the ex- 


' cess profit tax, and in doing that 


the individual income _ surtaxes 
way be cut off entirely, and a com- 
plete new plan, with as few per- 
plexities and inequalities as prac- 
tieable, found.

The Fulton county commission- 
ers are to be congratulated on be- 
ing able to keep the county’s 
financial condition to its usual ex- 
cellent standard, maintain its 
credit and provide for the comple- 
tion of its projects by a nominal 
increase in the tax rate for 1920 of 
only ten cents on the hundred.

IN. THE TREND OF EVENTS 


Efforts, Historical or Histrionic, to Keep Alive Old Sec- 
tional Feelings Between the North and the South Should 
Be Discouraged — Cox Proved His Case — Club Work

Thomas Dixon, a North Carolinian 
and a member of one of the most 
remarkable families of Baptist min- 
isters in America, as well as being 
one of the most unique and bril- 
liant characters, personally, tn this 
country, attempts to portray cor- 
rect ante bellum and civil war his- 
tory in his “Robert E, Lee,” now 
vlaying at the “Atlanta.” 

In many respects the lines are 
true to the facts, as we post-bellum 
students have learned them; as is 
written, and staged; but in one re- 
spect the public is liable to be mis- 
led. 

Did the confetlerate congress, in 
the final days ofthe struggle that 
tried the very souls of our south- 
ern soldiers, our fathers and our 
grandfathers of today, offer to 
overthrow by military rebellion the 
president of the “confederate re- 
public,” to establish Robert E. Lee 
as “dictator,” to form a coalition 
between the north and the south, 
predicated upon the invasion and 
occupation of Mexico by the Unit- 
ed States armies, under the leader- 
ship and absolute military  chief- 
tainage of the great southern com- 
mander? 

Did Generals Alexander and Gor- 
don and Stuart plead with General 
Lee to accept? . 

I believe Mr. Dixon mistakes his- 
tory when he says as much, although 
as a Carolinian, and as a fellow 
alumnus of the same college from 
which he holds a diploma. I-say it 
with a love for him, and with that 
degree of fellowship that only col- 
lege “frats” know, and can know. 

I have enjoyed everything that 
Thomas Dixon has ever’ written. 
from the little book o¥ poems ded- 
icated to his brilliant and charming 
wife that I found on the library ta- 
ble when I entered Wake Forest 
college 25 years ago, to this good 
hour; but I doubt seriously the wis- 
dom of such dramas as “Robert E. 
ILee,”” that serves only to keep alive 
the coals of sectionalism that have 
s0 long burned between the north 
and the south; and that a great and 
potential school of thought in the 
south has sought so earnestly to 
extinguish. 

The same criticism may be said 
of his “Clansman,” and the same, 
in a smaller degree, of his “Birth 
of a Nation” that demonstrated it- 
self to be one of the most popular 
pictures ever screened in America. 

I hope I may be understood. 

My father was a fighting confe1- 
erate, and campaigned from north- 
ern Virginia to Olustee, in Florida. 

I have inherited all of the love 
and burning enthusiasm for the 
southern cause that any truly born 
ooy of the south inherited. 

I love it today with that same de- 
gree of sacred reverence for which 
my own blood made the supreme 
sacrifice at Mecklenburg, at Chan- 
cellorsville, at Guilford and at 
Richmond. 


. But this is a new south. 


The American flag has floated 
over the boys of the south and the 
boys of the north within the past 
two years, standing side by side, 
as one, in a fight for a common 
cause, the democracy of the world. 

They sleep together in Flanders! 

It is no time to keep alive the 
issues of the lost cause. 

It is no time to fan afresh the 
fires of the sixties. 

It is no time to perpetuate that 
sectionalism that for nearly half a 
century has kept the south down, 
bowing and bending to a victorious 
north. 

In God’s name, let’s forget it! 

And while, from purely histrionic 
as well as personal reasons, I hope 
every person in Atlanta may see 
Dixon's “Robert E. Lee,” I pray that 
it may be the last time in all his- 
tory that.a drama shall appear to 
southerners that shall appeal to that 
one great question that modern 
Americanism demands we shall for- 
get.

‘At the “Investigation.” 
Governor Cox charged that the re- 


publicans planned to raise a great 


| 


campaign fund of $15,000,000, which 
greatly exceeds all legitimate uses. 
He exhibited as evidence a list of 51 
cities with various quotas which to- 
taled well over $8,000,000, although 
these cities contain less than one- 
fourth the population of the United 
States.

Chairman Hays and Treasurer Up- 
ham, of the republican national com- 
mittee, denied that any quotas had 
been fixed; they said they had pre- 
pared a budget of $3,000,000 or $4,- 
000,000. 

The senatorial investigating com- 
mittee, investigating campaign ex- 
penditures, has had before it many 


witnesses, including Chairman Hays, 


Treasurer Upham and Harry M. 
Blair, the assistant to Treasurer Up- 
ham, who seems to be the chief of 
the “money diggers.” The testimony 
of these gentlemen and others has 
developed: 

1, That there was a list of quotas 
for 54 cities. . 

2. That Cleveland’s quota of $400,- 
000 was the exact amount named in 
the list given out by Governor Cox 
and denied by Chairman Hays. That 
Washington’s quota was $50,000, the 
amount named in Governor Cox’: ‘st 
and denied by Chairman Hays. That 
Atlanta’s quota was $25,000, as giv- 
en in the list of Governor Cox, and 
denied by Chairman Hays, and New- 
ark’s and Cincinnati’s quotas were 
the amounts named by Governor Cox 
and denied by Hays and. Upham. 

$8. That Form 101 of the Official 
Bulletin, which the republican offi- 
cials testified had never been adopt- 
ed and was withdrawn, was replaced 
by Form 102, which follows practi- 
cally the same plan. 

4. That a large and elaborate or- 
ganization was formed to raise an 
enormous republican slush fund. 

5. That funds . were not sought 
from men having charge of corpora- 
tions. 

The evidence is, of course, all in 
the. republican committee’s hand’s, 
and yet. in the face of all this diffi- 
culty, Governor Cox has given sub- 
stantial and incontrovertible evi- 
dence that his charges are true and 
that if a thorough investigation is 
made the full truth of his charges 
will be completely proven.

Weird Story of 
A Much-Blooded Man 
With 16 Transfusions 


(From The Philadelphia Ledger.) 

To have undergone his sixteenth 
blood transfusion operation, during 
which time he has given thirty-five 
pints of blood in thirty months, is 
the record of Thomas J. Shaw, twen- 
ty-six years old, known to the medi- 
cal profession in Philadelphia as the 
“blood king.” 

Mr. Shaw, son of Mr. and Mrs. 


William J. Shaw, of 933 North Watts 
street, this city, is the picture of 
health, notwithstanding the fact 
that he has been the donor of thir- 
ty-five Pints ef blood and tips the 
scales at 168 pounds. Both arms 
are scarred from incisions made by 
local surgeons, and his left arm is 
bandaged as a result of his six- 
teenth operation, performed last 
vt sae at the Lankenau hospi- 
ta 


“I never felt better in my life,” 
said Mr. Shaw yeSterday, “and I 
have never been sick a day sincetI 
underwent my first blood transfu- 
sion operation, two and one-half 
years ago. I am ready for anoth- 
er operation whenever called upon.” 


Holds Philadelphia Record. 


Mr. Shaw holds a record in Phil- 
adelphia for blood transfusion oper- 
ations, and believes it has not been 
equaled in Pennsylvania. Speaking 
of how he became known to the 
local medical profession as the 
“blood king,” Mr. Shaw Said: 

“About three years ago I was af- 
flicted with terrible headaches. I 
consulted a specialist and he ad- 
vised me they were caused from too 
much blood in my body. He ad- 
vised special treatments of remov- 
ing a@ quantity of blood from my 
body at the time of each attack. For 
these I paid him $50 each. I was 
subjected to three operations and 
found little relief, ’ 

“Then a friend gave me an ad- 
vertisement from a hocal paper 
where a donor was sought to give 
a quart of blood for a patient suf- 
fering from anemia at the Poly- 
clinic hospital. I answered the ad- 
vertisement and took a blood test. I 
was the only one out of seventeen 
Persons who passed the test and 
an hour later I underwent my first 
operation, 

“From that time until today I 
have undergone sixteen blood trans- 
fusion operations at the following 
hospitals: Mount Sinai, six; Epis- 
copal, six; Osteopathic, Nineteenth 
and Spring Garden streets, one: 
Polyclinic, one; Lankenau, two. 
Surgeons have _ taken thirty-five 
Pints of blood from my body. 

Onky One Operation Fails. 

“Fortunately I am able to say 
that with but one exception the 
patients for whom I gave the blood 
recovered and are enjoying the best 
of health today. The one case I 
considered lost was at the Osteo- 
pathic hospital. The wife of a 
Swede, who gave little credence to 
the succe8s of blood transfusions, 
was lying dangerously ill at that 
hospital. Dr. A. T. Rubenstone, at 
Mount Sinai. hospital, considered 
one of the best authorities in the 
city on blood transfusion operations, 
telephoned me and asked if I would 
submit to an operation. I agreed 
and the following morning he took 
me to the hospital, where they took 
a quart and three-quarters of blood 
from me. It was too late, however. 
Because of the woman’s weakened 
condition she failed to rally from 
the operation and died. 

“I was ca] :d last Tuesday by a 
noted surgeon of this city and asked 
to tive a quart of blood to William 
E. Finley, city councilman, but he 
died the next afternoon. I read that 
his sister had previousy undergone 
a blood transfusion operation in 
giving her brother a quantity of 
blood. But relatives’ blood never 
works out well in transfusions, so 
the physicians tell me.”

Prohibition Legislation 
Approved by the Masses 


Editor Constitution: That the 
prohibition law has proved to be 
most popular is loudly acclaimed on 
every side. Labor led the movement 
until it was finally made a law of 


| the nation after a 50-year contest 


at the ballot box. Farmers and la- 
bor of all kinds were the first to 
take a hand in getting rid of the 
common enemy, drink. The worker 
was never the habitual patron of 
the saloon. The vagrant, the ne’er- 
do-well, the easy-going and the 
gentry claSses were the chief pa- 
trons of the dram shop. The real 
workingman did not bow in servi- 
tude to the most cruel of taskmas- 
ters the beer barons and their liquor 


_| dives. 


An example of how the laborers 
voted on prohibition may be had 
by referring to the Literary Di- 
gest of March 13, 1920, which pub- 


lished a vote on the question of 
whether prohibition has been a ben- 
efit to the workingman and his fam- 
ily, which was put to labor leaders 
throughout the country. More than 
30 per cent of the replies stated 
that a poll had been taken at the 
regular meeting of the labor unions. 
The result showed 345 replies out 
of 526 declared prohibition a bless- 
ing, 31 replies doubtful; 7 that pro- 
hibition had not been given a fair 
trial in their section of the coun- 
try, and only 143 out of 526 replied 
that prohibition does not benefit the 
workingman, 71 per cent replying 
that prohibition was a real blessing. 

In a recent primary in Missouri, 
where there is a large sprinkling 
of German population and numer- 
ous breweries, all the wet candi- 
dates were defeated. Joe Bailey. in 
Texas, who was backed by the asso- 
ciation Opposed to National Prohi- 
bition, was defeated for governor by 
nearly 100,000 majority August 28. 
These states in the past have been 
the playground of wet politicians 
backed by the moneyed liquor in- 
terests. 


Instances showing the popularity 
of prohibition and the disfavor of 
beer and beer politics may be had 
by reference to Votes in states which 


voted out all kinds of liquor and 
later on the beer question alone. In 
Michigan, voters passed upon prohi- 
bition in 1916, but in 1919 the few 
remaining “wets” introduced a beer 
resolution. The votes showed 84,824 
and 207,000 dry majorities, respec- 
tively, increasing the majority al- 
most 80 per cent when 
qustion was injected into the cam- 
paizn. Colorado voted dry in 1914’ 
by 11,572 and the beer amendment 
was defeated in 1916 by 85,792. 
WaShineton state voted dry in 1914 
by 18632. and the beer resolution 
was defeated in 1916 by 146,556. 
Oregon voted dry in 1913 by 36.480, 
and beer was defeated in 1916 by 
54,624, while Ohio voted dry in 1918 
by 25,759 and against beer fn 1919 
with a majority of 29.667. In every 
instance the vote against the brew- 
ers was greater than the vote 
against the traffic as a whole. No 
studied eulogium to the popularity 
of prohibition could speak more 
forcibly than these facts.

FOR RACIAL EQUALITY 


Will Also Push Negotiations 
Concerning Anti-Jap 
Laws in U. S. 


Tokio, September 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)e—-The Japanese 
government as a result of yester- 
day’s meeting of the cabinet Will, 
in the first place, vigorously pursue 
the negotiations concerning Ameri- 
can anti-Japanese legislation, and, 
in the second place, will push firm- 
ly the queston of racial equality in 
the league of nations conference, 
aceording to Hochi Shimbun today. 
These decisions will be considered 
further at today’s meeting of the 
diplomatic advisory council, the 
newspaper says. - : 

The labor unions, in conference 
here today, adopted resolutions 
pledging “harmonious co-operation 
with the Japanese laborers of Cal- 
ifornia in their insistence upon 
their ‘awful rights.” 

The resolutions were cabled to 
the California labor associations. 
At a public meeting in the Y. M. 
C. A. hall here today, Representa- 
tive Kodama spoke on the subject 
of “An American-Japanese War.” 
He denounced American militarism, 
saying that as long as a threaten- 
ing nation existed beyond the Pa- 
cific, Japanese naval expansion 
cannot be dispensed with. Police 
interfered and silenced the speaker. 

A graduate of Columbia univer- 
sity, New York, M..Osako, who fol- 
lowed Representative Kodama, at- 
tributed the anti-Japanese sent!- 
ment in the United States to racial 
difficulties. He declared that the 
whites were oppressing the colored 
races, backed by the power and in- 
fluence of civilization. Japan was 
the only country strongly opposing 
white oppression, M. Osako assert- 
ed, axd therefore had incurred the 
hatred of the Americans. The Japa- 
nese, he added, must strongly be 
determined to meet any sertous 
consequences following the serious 
anti-Japanese mcvement prevailing 
in America. A large crowd .ac- 
claimed the speakers.

followed this meeting. 

Jesse B. Hart, president of the 
chamber of commerce, presided ai 
the meeting, introducing the speak- 
ers. Governor Dorsey was applaud- 
ed generously as he walked to his 
seat. With him was “Dick” Smith, 
of Atlanta, president of the Highth 
Rotary district, and a local recep- 
tion committee. Indicative of the 
interest of the women in the enter 
prise, was the presence of not less 
than fifty Macon women, most of 
them members of the woman's aux- 
iliary of the chamber of commerce.
